Bill would 
deny abusers 
parental rights 

FRANKFORT — State 
Rep. David Meade, R- 
Stanford, announced 
today he has filed legis¬ 
lation that would deny 
parental or visitation 
rights to persons convict¬ 
ed of sexual abuse, if the 
victim of the crime con¬ 
ceives and delivers a 
child due to the criminal 
act. 

“There may be times 
the victim and the child 
have to suffer not only 
from the initial crime of 
sexual abuse, but the 
repercussions of the per¬ 
son convicted of the 
crime may have the same 
parental rights as the vic¬ 
tim,” said Rep. Meade. 
“In my opinion that is 
simply wrong, which is 
why I’ve filed this bill to 
deny that same parental 
treatment to someone 
convicted of sexual 
abuse while protecting 
the victim, child and

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$179K in 
cuts needed 
to balance 
next school 
budget

STANFORD — The 
Lincoln County Board of 
Education will need to cut 
about $179,500 from its 
budget for the 2014-15 
school year in order to 
maintain a steady financial 
footing, according to a 
new draft budget. 

The $179,500 deficit is 
a substantially smaller fig¬ 
ure than school officials 
had previously anticipated 
needing to cut. 

Last year, 

Superintendent Karen 
Hatter estimated the dis¬ 
trict would have to cut up 
to $ 1.6 million in expenses 
over three years. 

“It is good news,” 
Hatter said this week. 
“The cuts we made in the 
past had a better impact 
than our worst-case sce¬ 
nario from last year. We’re 
excited about that but we 
still have some things to 
address.” 

The draft budget pre¬ 
pared by District Finance 
Officer Marsha Abel antic¬ 
ipates three major cost 
increases — $170,500 for 
scheduled “step increases” 
in employee pay; $96,000 
in additional retiree 
healthcare cost; and

1 dead after wreck with ambulance 

STANFORD — A man was killed in 
a wreck with an ambulance along U.S. 

27 in Stanford Tuesday evening. 

Stanford Police Chief Keith 
Middleton said four people in the 
ambulance, including a patient who 
was being transported, were injured in 
the wreck. One person in a sedan that 
collided with the ambulance was 
killed. 

The wreck happened some time after 
5:15 p.m. at the intersection of 
Lancaster Street and U.S. 27. 

No details on how the wreck hap¬ 
pened or names of people involved in 
the wreck were immediately available 
from police. 

At least one air-evacuation helicopter 
was seen taking off from the scene at 
about 6:15 p.m. 

Lincoln County Coroner Farris 
Marcum and a deputy coroner were on¬ 
scene by about 6:30 p.m. Marcum con¬ 
firmed the deceased person was a male. 

More details were expected to be 
released by police on Wednesday.

Graduation 
honors at 
high school 
changing 
in 2015 

‘Career’ diploma 
will be new option 
for students as well

STANFORD — A new 
graduation honors system 
for Lincoln County High 
School will do away with 
the school’s tradition of 
blue robes for the top 15 
percent of graduates and 
opt instead for medallions 
that represent three levels 
of academic achievement. 

Lincoln County school 
board members approved 
the change in honors Jan. 
9. The new system, which 
students and staff at the 
high school have been 
developing for about two 
years, will go into effect 
for the class of 2015, 
Principal Tim Godbey 
said. 

The new Latin honors 
system will recognize all 
high-performing students 
if they reach specific 
thresholds: 

• A Cum Laude medal¬ 
lion will be worn by grad¬ 
uates who earn a pre-col¬ 
lege diploma; score 22-24 
on the ACT; and earn a 
minimum 3.7 GPA. 

• A Magna Cum Laude 
medallion will be worn by 
graduates who earn an 
advanced degree; score 25- 
27 on the ACT; and earn a 
minimum 4.0 GPA. 

• A Summa Cum Laude 
medallion will be worn by 
graduates who earn an 
advanced degree; score 28 
or better on the ACT; and 
earn a minimum 4.3 GPA. 

Under the previous 
graduation honors system, 
which will still be in effect 
for this year’s graduation, 
each graduating class was 
ranked by GPA and the top 
15 percent of the class 
wore blue robes.

Godbey said that system 
can be unfair to students 
who take harder courses 
and score well on the ACT, 
but fall just outside the top- 
15-percent when it comes 
to GPA. It also encourages 
students with high GPAs to 
“play the numbers game” 
and take easier courses to 
make sure they stay in the 
top 15 percent, he said. 

With the new system, 
each student will be work¬ 
ing to reach a standard and 
earn a medallion. They will 
no longer just be trying to 
stay ahead of their class¬ 
mates’ GPAs, he explained. 

Godbey said during 
development of the new 
system, parents and stu¬ 
dents were sought out for 
their opinions. While some 
were initially concerned 
about leaving behind the 
traditional blue robes, once 
they were shown the 
medallions idea, “it was an 
easy sell,” he said. 

The medallions can 
more easily be framed or 
put on display, while robes 
often wind up just stored 
away, board members 
noted at the Jan. 9 meet¬ 
ing. 

Godbey said by doing 
away with blue robes so 
that all graduates are in 
red, it has an added benefit 
of “uniting the class." 

“I think this is a good 
solution for something that 
has bothered me for a long 
time and that is that we’re 
not graduating as one 


class,” Godbey said. “I 
really feel like it’s impor¬ 
tant for us as a school at 
the core to be united.” 

Board approves 
new diploma 

The Lincoln County 
school board also approved 
creation of a new “career” 
diploma track for Lincoln 
County High School stu¬ 
dents, which will allow 
students to earn fewer total 
credits while taking classes 
designed to prepare them 
for a career. 

The career diploma 
option, which will first be 
available to freshman in 
the 2014-15 school year, 
requires 22 credits instead 
of the 26 credits required 
by the school’s pre-college 
and advanced diplomas. 

In place of foreign lan¬ 
guage credits required for 
the other diplomas, the 
career diploma requires 
students to take four and 
pass three course credits in 
a “career pathway.” 

The career diploma 
requires the same number 
of credits as the pre-col¬ 
lege diploma in all other 
areas of study, but students 
will need four fewer hours 
of elective credits to gradu¬ 
ate. 

“The big focus there 
isn’t on the 22 credits, it’s 
really on that career path. 
What that diploma does is 
it forces them to take a 
career path,” Godbey said. 

The school will have 
about 14-15 different 
career pathways available 


for students, Godbey said. 

The new diploma is an 
attempt to improve the 
school’s graduation rate 
from its current level of 
90.9 percent, Godbey said. 
Research has shown the 
career diploma track will 
help the approximately 10 


percent of students who 
aren’t graduating in four 
years, he explained. 

Godbey acknowledged 
Lincoln County already 
has Fort Logan Alternative 
High School for some stu¬ 
dents who struggle to 
obtain one of the high 


school’s diplomas. 

“This is a drop-out pre¬ 
vention graduation rate 
measure for us,” Godbey 
told school board mem¬ 
bers. “For us it’s not about 
not having kids at Fort 
Logan; it’s about having 
another option for those 


kids so we ensure that they 
graduate.” 

Godbey said the new 
graduation honor medal¬ 
lions will not be available 
to students earning a career 
diploma because a pre-col¬ 
lege or advanced diploma 
is required for the honors.

$52,000 for payments on new 
school buses. 

The anticipated expenses 
combine for a total of 
$318,500. 

Abel said the extra retiree 
healthcare costs are the result 
of a 2010 state law that trans¬ 
ferred some of the healthcare 
costs for the Kentucky 
Teachers’ Retirement System 
(KTRS) to local school dis¬ 
tricts. 

“This ‘shared responsibili¬ 
ty’ is being phased in over a 
six-year period and will ulti¬ 
mately cost the employer 3 
percent of all certified earn¬ 
ings by July 1, 2015,” Abel 
wrote in a summary of the 
draft budget. 

School districts began pay¬ 
ing 0.25 percent of certified 
salaries to KTRS in 2010. 
That percentage has risen 
every year since. 

For the coming budget 
year, Lincoln’s school district 
will pay 2.25 percent, for a 
total estimated cost of 
$359,611 and an estimated

their family any additional 
trauma.” 

HB 198 would create a 
new section of KRS 
403.270 to 403.350 that 
states “...any person who 
has been convicted of a 
felony offense under KRS 
Chapter 510, in which the 
victim of that offense has 
conceived and delivered a 
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increase of approximately 
$96,000 over the current 
year’s budget, according to 
Abel. 

The KTRS percentage will 
rise one more time to 3 per¬ 
cent in the 2015-16 school 
year, when it will cost the dis¬ 
trict an estimated $455,540, 
Abel said. That cost would 
remain permanent going for¬ 
ward. 

“The thing that is causing 
the biggest problem in our 
school district and I’m sure in 
all the school districts in 
Kentucky is the KTRS,” Abel 
told board members. “I don’t 
know how we’re expected to 
fund this when our revenue is 
not increasing at the same 
rate." 

Abel’s draft budget, which 
the board reviewed on Jan. 9, 
plans for the school district to 
increase its property-tax rate 
from 43.9 cents per $100 in 
assessed value to 45.8 cents. 
The rate hike would bring in 
an estimated additional 
$112,000 in tax revenue. 

The budget also anticipates 
saving $27,000 thanks to a 
planned reduction in the num¬

Hatter said the district still 
faces growing costs down the 
road that the board may 
choose to plan ahead for with 
additional cuts in the coming 
school year. The board could 
also opt to wait and deal with 


those costs when they show 
up, she said. 

The working board meeting 
is scheduled for 6:30 p.m. 
Jan. 23. The board cannot 
take any formal action at a 
working meeting.

An encouraging word 

Share with those in need

The remote area in 
southern Kentucky where I 
spent my childhood was an 
isolated region. There were 
no telephones that connect¬ 
ed it to the outside world; 
there was a party line that 
connected a few neighbors 
with each other. Few fam¬ 
ilies in that region had 
radios, and daily newspa¬ 
pers were unknown to most 
folk. There were no 
improved roads; they came 
a few years later. 

In all kinds of weather, I 
walked a little more than a 
mile over what was called a 
“dirt road” that was some¬ 
times dusty and sometimes 
muddy to an old two- 
roomed country school that 
had served the neighbor¬ 
hood for many years. In 
that little school, there 
were good teachers who 
were also excellent role 
models for their students. 
Going beyond the material 
in textbooks, they taught 
me and other students some 
basic principles about life 
that were good for us. 

Those who lived on that 
ridge formed a rather close- 
knit community. They 
belonged to churches of 
different denominations 


and different political par¬ 
ties, and at some points, 
there were differences of 
opinion among them. But 
they were good neighbors 
and good friends, and they 
had many things in com¬ 
mon. Few, if any, had much 
of what is known as “this 
world’s goods”; they were 
poor country folk. Times 
were hard, and day by day 
all of them struggled to get 
by, and they did. Fife was 
difficult, but it was good. 

Neighbors on that ridge 
were bound together by the 
golden chain of generosity. 
When a neighbor had a 
need, large or small, and it 
often happened, neighbors 
forgot self and helped that 
neighbor. No one had an 
abundance of wealth, but 
neighbors shared out of the 
meagerness of their pos¬ 
sessions, and a neighbor in 
need was helped. 

Although those neigh¬ 
bors of my childhood lived 
in a remote community 
that was somewhat isolat¬ 
ed, they were guided by a 
principle that has been at 
the heart of western civi¬ 
lization for centuries: 
Share with those who are in 
need and practice hospitali¬ 
ty.

Budget and jobs 
on the agenda 
for Ky. legislature 


Members of the House and 
Senate made the annual trek 
to the Kentucky State Capitol 
this week, as we begin work 
in a 60-day legislative session 
stretching from the frigid cold 
of January to the spring flow¬ 
ers of April. 

It’s always a special time 
when we gather in Frankfort 
and work for the betterment 
of Kentucky, but this year 
could prove to be very chal¬ 
lenging as we are tasked with 
the most important duty we 
take as legislators: putting 
together a two-year budget 
for the Commonwealth. 

The initial foundation was 
laid on the first day of the 
session when we gathered for 
the annual State of the 
Commonwealth Address 
from Governor Beshear. This 
speech will serve as a precur¬ 
sor for the Governor’s Budget 
Address, which he will deliv¬ 
er to a joint session of the 
House and Senate in two 
weeks. 

During his remarks to leg¬ 
islators, the Governor touted 
the uptick in job growth in 
Kentucky. However he failed 
to mention our 
Commonwealth has the 6th 
highest unemployment rate in 
the nation, due in part to the 
impact on the coal industry in 
the eastern part of the state. 

While it’s great the 
Governor mentioned jobs in 
his speech, Kentucky has yet 
to take the necessary steps to 
create a business friendly cli¬ 
mate like our border states of 
Tennessee, Indiana, and Ohio 
have done which has boosted 
their economy. 

One of the steps essential 
toward creating new jobs in 
Kentucky is the dire need for 
comprehensive tax reform. 
The Governor did briefly tout 
he would support tax reform 
in this session, but failed to 
provide any specific details. 
While I’m hopeful specifics 
to his plan will be revealed in 
two weeks, it’s been nearly 
two years since the Governor

appointed a task force to 
gather input across the 
Commonwealth on tax 
reform. And for the last 13 
months their recommenda¬ 
tions have sat on a shelf gath¬ 
ering dust, putting us further 
behind other states. 

And the Governor once 
again mentioned the idea of 
expanded gaming in 
Kentucky, but like tax reform 
The devils in the details’ 
regarding specifics. We fully 
expect the Governor will use 
every bit of political capital 
he possesses to push through 
expanded gaming this ses¬ 
sion, since he has proposed it 
every legislative session 
since 2007. 

While these items may 
gamer much of our time, 
other issues will be debated 
and perhaps voted on during 
this 60-day session, including 
limiting the ability of the 
Governor to use executive 
orders to allocate taxpayer 
funds, debating a statewide 
smoking ban, and combating 
the scourge of heroin in 
Kentucky. 

What happens during the 
time we have for the session 
is anyone’s guess. My hope 
is we can work together in a 
bipartisan manner to put the 
people of Kentucky above 
rank partisanship.

The Senate Majority’s 
top five priorities are: 

• Regulations Fix: A 
constitutional amendment 
to allow the legislature - 
through the LRC - to over¬ 
turn proposed regulation 
should the LRC deem that 
regulation deficient during 
the interim. Currently, the 
Governor can implement a 
regulation even if it is 


found deficient. 

• Debt limit: A bill limit¬ 
ing general fund-supported 
debt to 6 percent of general 
fund revenues. 

• Legislative Pension 
Fix: A bill eliminating the 
“super-sizing” of pensions 
when legislators leave the 
General Assembly and take 
a judicial seat or a high- 
paying executive branch 
job. 

• Informed consent: A 
bill requiring a woman 
considering abortion to 
have a face-to-face meeting 
with the doctor who would 
perform the abortion. 

• Heroin: A bill address¬ 
ing Kentucky’s heroin

Issues important to me 
include stimulating our 
economy in southeastern 
Kentucky and promoting 
our tourist destinations. We 
have beautiful lakes, 
waterways and other geo¬ 
graphical assets that are 
attractive to many in our 
region.

Education and treatment are solutions for drug problems 


When I was elected your 
Attorney General six years 
ago, I made stopping pre¬ 
scription drug abuse one of 
my top priorities. I created 
Kentucky’s first statewide 
prescription drug task force 
and helped craft landmark 
legislation that has shutdown 
half of this state’s pain clinics. 
From a law enforcement per¬ 
spective, we’ve made tremen¬ 
dous strides. Yet still, too 
many of our citizens abuse 
prescription pills, and other 
opiates, like heroin, are on the 
rise. 

We can’t just be tough on 
this issue. We must be smart. 
One thing became clear as I 
heard the personal accounts of 
Kentuckians touched by pre¬ 
scription drug abuse — we 
cannot incarcerate our way 
out of this problem. More 
cells won’t put a stop to sto¬ 
ries like the one from a little 
girl in Pike County who I saw

sobbing because when the 
school bus dropped her off, 
there was an ambulance in 
front of her house. That’s 
how she found out her father 
had died from a prescription 
drug overdose. 

We need this next genera¬ 
tion to avoid some of the 
choices their parents made. 
That’s why I’ve travelled 
across the Commonwealth 
warning young people about 
the dangers of prescription 
drug abuse. I’ve presented 
our message to 40,000 stu¬ 
dents, parents and teachers. 

In addition to education, we 
must invest in treatment if 
we’re going to stop this cycle 
of addiction. I’ve always felt 
pharmaceutical companies 
should pay to treat the addic¬ 



tion they helped fuel. 
Pharmaceutical companies 
recorded incredible profits, 
while spending millions to 
fraudulently market and con¬ 
ceal from doctors the highly- 
addictive nature of new opiate 
painkillers they wanted them 
to prescribe. 

Although the two recent 
settlements did not involve 
opiate painkillers, I felt 
strongly that the $32 million 
from settlements I negotiated 
with the industry should be 
used to expand treatment in 
Kentucky. The court order 
directed me to use the pro¬ 
ceeds for public health pur¬ 
poses, including substance 
abuse treatment. In accor¬ 
dance with that order, the 
money will help create a new 
treatment center for adults, 
treatment scholarships, and a 
grant program for new juve¬ 
nile treatment beds and/or 
centers. 


Kentucky has one-tenth of 
the treatment beds it needs, so 
we are using $19 million for a 
grant program that will fund 
additional juvenile treatment 
beds and centers. Too often, 
parents are forced to wait 
months or go hours away 
from home to find a treatment 
bed. We will maximize these 
grants to fund the most prom¬ 
ising, sustainable and needed 
treatment proposals brought 
to us by the non-profits, 
providers, and public-private 
partnerships throughout 
Kentucky. 

The plan also provides 
$2.52 million in scholarships 
for those who cannot afford 
treatment. We anticipate 
awarding 840 scholarships to 
Recovery Kentucky centers. 

We will use $560,000 over 
two years to create 14 recov¬ 
ery homes for people com¬ 
pleting and transitioning out 
of residential substance abuse 


treatment programs. 

And $500,000 from the set¬ 
tlement will be used to com¬ 
plete the construction of a 
Recovery Kentucky Center in 
Boyd County, one of our most 
underserved areas. My 
friend, Mike Donta, is from 
Ashland and lost his son to 
prescription drug abuse. He 
travels with me to our student 
assemblies. When Mike’s son 
asked for help, he had to trav¬ 
el to Elizabethtown to find a 
treatment bed. I promised 
Mike that wouldn’t have to 
happen anymore. 

Finally, we will use $6 mil¬ 
lion to administer and 
upgrade KASPER, 

Kentucky’s electronic pre¬ 
scription drug monitoring pro¬ 
gram; $1 million to Chrysalis 
House in Lexington and 
Independence House in 
Corbin to provide substance 
abuse treatment for pregnant 
women; $1 million to develop 


a substance-abuse screening 
tool with the Kentucky 
Department of Education to 
intervene with at-risk chil¬ 
dren; and $1.5 million to the 
University of Kentucky to 
train juvenile treatment 
providers. 

Some lawmakers suggested 
that I should have allowed the 
legislature to appropriate 
these funds. While the legis¬ 
lature must appropriate tax 
revenues and fees, a judicial 
settlement with a court order 
directing payment is another 
matter entirely. I will always 
fight to see pharmaceutical 
settlement money directed 
toward treatment, rather than 
grabbed to plug holes in our 
state’s cash-strapped budget. 

This is about people, not 
politics. And I believe this 
historic investment will save 
lives and it can help save 
parts of this state that are rid¬ 
dled with addiction.

STANFORD — Freezing 
temperatures from the ’’polar 
vortex’’ weather system that 
covered much of the U.S. last 
week created water-line 
problems at multiple 
Stanford locations. 

Pipes for the sprinkler sys¬ 
tem at Lincoln County 
Middle School burst twice on 
Jan. 8 — once at the back 
entrance of the building in 
the pre-dawn hours and once 
in the main entrance area at 
about 1:30 p.m., said Ronnie 
Deatherage, chief deputy of 
quality support for the school 
district. 

The broken pipes caused 
water to pool on the floor but 
there was no major damage 
done, Deatherage said. 

Middle school Principal 
Debbie Sims said people in 
the school could hear noise 
coming from the ceiling 
where the second pipe burst 
prior to the actual break. 

“We could hear it getting 


ready to blow,” she said. “It 
was like a ticking time 
bomb.” 

District maintenance head 
PD Roller said workers also 
had to handle another burst 
pipe at the middle school 
after they turned the water 
back on following the second 
sprinkler break. 

Freezing temperatures 
caused other problems 
around the school district as 
well, including a frozen water 
pipe at Hustonville 
Elementary School that had 
to be thawed out and a burst 
pipe under a greenhouse, 
Roller said. 

While the school district 
encountered multiple pipe 
breaks like many other dis¬ 
tricts in the state, Lincoln did¬ 
n’t suffer from extreme 
amounts of water damage 
like other districts did, Roller 
said. 

A broken water pipe flood¬ 
ed the basement of PBK 
Bank’s main branch building 
off of U.S. 150 the morning 
of Jan. 8, causing bank offi¬ 


cials to close the branch for 
the day. 

The break caused ice to 
form on a portion of the 
roundabout circling the bank 
and in the bank’s drive-thru 
lanes. Stanford Mayor Bill 
Miracle said the city would 
be providing salt to clear 
away ice from any roadways 
affected by the break. 

PBK spokesman Farris 
Marcum said employees 
came in to work shortly after 
7 a.m. Jan. 8 to find the bro¬ 
ken water pipe flooding the 
bank’s basement. 

A sump pump in the base¬ 
ment helped mitigate the 
flooding until the Stanford 
Water Department arrived 
and shut off water to the 
building, Marcum said. 

Marcum said bank officials 
do not have an estimate yet on 
how much damage was done 
to the building. The bank has 
backup servers that allow it to 
operate off-site during an 
emergency. 

Marcum was unsure how 
long it would take for the 


bank branch to fully reopen. 

“We’ll try to resume busi¬ 
ness as quickly as possible,” 
he said. 

The bank reopened its 
drive-thru lanes on Friday, but 


the inside office remained 
closed. As of Tuesday, the 
bank branch was still operat¬ 
ing on a drive-thru-only basis. 

Stanford Fire Chief Scott 
Maples said firefighters 


responded on Jan. 7 to a break 
that caused a sprinkler sys¬ 
tems to malfunction at 
Walmart and a broken water 
pipe at the doctors’ offices of 
Bates, Miller and Sims.

sented with her red, white 
and blue quilt by members 
of Stanford’s Caswell- 
Saufley American Legion 
Post 18 at the Depot 
Restaurant in Stanford. 

The Quilts of Valor 
Foundation, which began 
honoring veterans with 
quilts in 2003, has distrib¬ 
uted more than 95,000 quilts 
as of January 2014, said 
Betty Grimes, an American 
Legion member who helped 
present the quilt. 

“The goal of making these 
quilts is to help heal and 
comfort our war wounded,” 
Grimes explained. “Wounds 
that qualify for quilts are 
wounds that are both seen 
and wounds that are 
unseen.” 

Wright earned her quilt 
serving on a casualty-return 
unit in the Vietnam war, 
Grimes said. 

“She provided oversight 
of the returns of the remains 


of the fallen to their fami¬ 
lies,” she said. “One of 
Cathy’s final missions was 


to travel with the POWs 
being repatriated from the 
Vietnam war and the honor¬ 


able return of the remains of 
additional fallen.” 

Wright said the quilts

given to veterans through 
the project, which has a 
website at www.qovf.org, 


are assembled entirely by 
volunteers who buy the 
materials for the quilts 
themselves. 

“I pay for everything. I 
buy the material, I quilt it, I 
send it — everything is 
free,” Wright said of the 
quilts she makes for the 
foundation. 

Wright, who cried and 
clutched her quilt when it 
was presented to her, said 
the quilts mean a lot to those 
who receive them. Her 
father-in-law is one of those 
she’s been able to make a 
quilt for and “he takes it 
everywhere, he shows 
everybody,” she said. 

Wright, who was already 
quilting before she started 
quilting for veterans, said 
she is continuing to con¬ 
tribute her efforts to the 
foundation’s goals.

Hustonville ups vacation hours for long-time employees

HUSTONVILLE 
Long-time employees for 
the city of Hustonville will 
get extra paid time off after 
the city council voted to 
expand vacation and sick 
time benefits. 


Mayor David Peyton rec¬ 
ommended the increase in 
benefits for employees who 
have worked for the city for 
10 years or more. Peyton 
said that under the previous 
benefits setup, employees 
never earned more than two 
weeks of vacation. 

The city gives employees 


one week of vacation after 
they have worked for one 
year and two weeks after 
they have worked for two 
years, Peyton said. 
Employees also get six sick 
days annually. 

“I think we can do a little 
bit better for somebody 
who’s put in 10 years with 


us,” Peyton said. 

Council members agreed 
with Peyton’s assessment. 

“I think three weeks for 
10 years would be more than 
reasonable,” Councilman 
Jimmy Evans said. 

The council was unani¬ 
mous in approving 15 days 
of vacation and eight days of 


sick time for all employees 
who reach the 10-year mark. 

In other business, the 
council planned to do some 
digging through 

Hustonville’s ordinances 
and come up with a list of 
out-of-date ordinances that 
are no longer used and can 
be repealed. 


Peyton said one of the 
old ordinances he would 
like to see repealed is one 
creating a soda-vending 
license fee. The ordinance 
hasn’t been enforced for a 
long time and shouldn’t 
remain on the books as law 
if the city isn’t going to 
abide by it, he said.

would end up in my hands and 
I’d have to finish,” she said. 

And when Sims’ last field 
goal fell she said to herself, 
“Here we go again!” 

McWhorter, while feeling 
the stress of pulling the come¬ 
back win, had a smile on her 
face as Sims’ shot swished 
through the net to force over¬ 
time. 

“That’s ‘Clutch’ forcing 
overtime again,” said 
McWhorter. “This time it’s not 
a 3-pointer, but she takes it to 
the rim going to the left and 
finishes and we force OT.” 

As regulation ended, 
McWhorter had only one thing 
to say to her girls before the tip. 

“I told the girls to do just like 
at Madison Central Friday,

Hall, who finished with 11

“It’s a great win against a 
very quality program,” said 
McWhorter. “They are a great 
team.

Whitley (13-4) led all the 
way through the middle of the 
fourth quarter, starting play by 
doubling up Lincoln in scoring 
in the first period.

just before the buzzer for a trey 
to make it 24-15. 

The Lady Colonels used a 
14-5 run to post the game’s 
biggest lead. Smith had a trey 
and a layup in the mn, Maria 
Johnson, who finished with 13 
points, and Abby Estes both 
hit from 3-point range, Taylor 
Dingess got three points and 
Savanna Sizemore closed the 
run with a putback to make it 
38-20 with 3:43 left in the first 
half. 

Hocker hit double figures 
before the break, scoring six 
points in the second quarter. 
Caitlin Adams added a 3-point¬ 
er and Jenna King closed with 
a bucket to make it 40-26 at the 
half. 

“The first half (Whitley) 
played lights out and their 
shots just kept falling,” 
McWhorter said. “Our girls 
were still working hard and we 
were still able to score. They 
just jumped out on us early, but 
I knew our girls wouldn’t 
quit,” 

Whitley connected on 50 
percent of its shots in the first 
half, going 15-for-30 from the 
field, including a 5-for-6 effort

from 3-point range. But

lead and hang onto that lead. 
And we were able to do that.” 

Lincoln was “able to do 
that” thanks to another big 
triple by Sims. Friday’s last- 
second 3-pointer was the sec¬ 
ond in two weeks by the junior 
forward which pulled the Lady 
Patriots from the brink of

and Jaylynn Lester both con¬ 
verting on three-point plays to 
nose Lincoln ahead 14-13. 

A Sims’ 3-pointer and a 
Hocker bucket off a Sims’ 
assist to open the second quar¬ 
ter pushed Lincoln’s lead to 
19-13, but Central would not 
let Lincoln pull away.

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Developing positive relationships 
fundamental in preschool program 


By Lea Wooldridge 

Before learning can occur, 
children need secure, con¬ 
sistent relationships with 
responsive adults. Research 
shows that relationships 
actually effect the physical 
structure of the developing 
brain. Nurturing and posi¬ 
tive interactions release 
chemicals that promote 
brain development. High 
quality social interactions 
benefit all children, regard¬ 
less of family or economic 
background and they are 
associated with the positive 
development of literacy and 
other academic skills. 
Warm, supportive relation¬ 
ships encourage children’s 
motivation, engagement, 
self-direction, cooperation, 
and positive attitudes 
toward school. That is why, 
whether interacting with 
children during a meal, 
leading them to develop 
large muscles on the play¬ 
ground, or guiding them to 
discovery through a planned 
activity in the classroom, 
Lincoln County Preschool 
teachers target the funda¬ 
mental goal of developing 
positive relationships with 
their children. 

The absence of warm, 
secure relationships can be 
devastating to children, so 
teachers use many strategies 
to build positive relation¬ 
ships. First, they get to 
know each child, frequently 


interacting one-on-one in 
order to develop a warm, 
positive relationship. They 
demonstrate respect for all 
children’s ideas and efforts 
to solve problems. They val¬ 
idated children’s efforts by 
acknowledging what they 
did and how they did it. 
Whether working with 
infants, toddlers or 
preschoolers, teachers pro¬ 
vide learning experiences 
that are challenging enough 
to promote children’s learn¬ 
ing but not so challenging as 
to frustrate them. Children 
are observed purposefully 
and regularly and documen¬ 
tation is recorded. This 


information along with par¬ 
ent input is used to under¬ 
stand and plan each child’s 
development to the fullest 
advantage for the child’s 
success. Families are pro¬ 
vided information and 
opportunities to strengthen 
their relationships with chil¬ 
dren throughout their partic¬ 
ipation in the program. 
Children who have secure 
attachment relationships 
with primary caregivers and 
teachers have an easier time 
interacting with peers, form¬ 
ing positive relationships, 
and being a part of a group. 
These attributes contribute 
toward success at any age.

The above described real property will be sold and 
conveyed subject to such valid and existing easements, 
restrictions, reservations, conditions, covenants and 
limitations apparent or of record in the chain of 
title.
